Hostilities Cease. 


Washington, Aug. i2-SPecial—A cessation of hostili- 


ties has been ordered in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip, 
pines pending the negotiations of peace. The armies and 
navies will occupy their present positions, and will be ready 
to resume operations at any moment if there should be a fail- 
ure in the negotiations. All the troops now in Cuba will be 
needed there for a year or more, and perhaps more maybe 
sent to guard against Spanish treachery or Cuban turbulence 
It will take several months to transp rt the 100,000 Spanish 
soldiers now on the island back to Spain. 


A Bloodless Campaign. 


Washington, Aug. i2-Special-OnIy two American 


soldiers have been killed during the invasion and conquest of 
Porto Rico. These were killed during a skirmish on Rosario 
river last week and belonged to Gen. Schwan's command 
Such a record is without parallel in history. 
The Spanish 


loss in killed has been much greater, but when the import- 
ance of the campaign is taken into account has been incon- 
siderable. The war in that island has been almost a blood- 
less one.
